Memorial Day is an odd holiday. It’s a weird 
combination of partying, patriotism, enjoying the 
outdoors, and most of all, remembering those that 
are no longer with us. When I was younger, 
Memorial Day just meant a free day off from school 
(because we used to get snow in the winter, we went 
to school until the first or second week of June). As I 
got a little older, Memorial Day just meant I was 
going to the lake. 

Eventually though, we all have loved ones pass on, 
and Memorial Day becomes a little more about 
reflection and remembrance than just a free day to 
do something fun. This year, three people stayed on 
my mind just about all weekend: My Grandpa Feese, 
my Grandpa Willis, and my old editor, Paul B. 
Hayes. 

My two grandfathers are probably the best men I 
have ever met. They were both tough old men who 
worked hard, but I remember both of them as funny 
individuals. 

Many readers knew Bob Willis, a former Sherriff 
and Deputy Sherriff in Adair County throughout the 
1980’s and part of the 90’s - after a 20 year career in 
the Air Force. Every Sunday for probably the first 13 
years of my life, as soon as church was over, I would 
find Bob (my sisters and I always called him Bob; 
some people thought this was weird but we never 
thought much about it) and hold my stomach and tell 
him how hungry I was. He always got a kick out of 
this, and aggravated my mom that she didn’t feed 
me. 

I knew what I was doing though. If I could get a 
good laugh out of Bob, there was a 100-percent 
chance he was taking us out to eat for lunch. He 
loved having a big time and cutting up with his 
grandkids. My mom used to be blown away because 
he was so strict when he raised his own kids, but his 
grandkids could get away with almost anything. 

Bob passed in November of 2007, one day before 
my 21st birthday, and every Memorial Day since 
then I’ve thought a lot about him. 

My other grandpa, Gordon Feese, was 10 years 
older than Bob and looked even older, because he 
didn’t have any teeth. He was one of the most 
intelligent, hardest-working people I have ever met, 
though (I distinctly remember that he once cut 77 
sticks of tobacco in one hour, when he was 77 years 
old) and whatever work ethic I have developed, I 
owe to him. We used to chop weeds out of the 
tobacco patch in the summertime when I was a kid, 
when most everyone else was at work. 

“Boy, when you were bom I told your mom that 
you’d be one grandson I never got to work with, 
seeing as how old I am,” Pa would say at least once 
a year. “But we’ve worked together a whole lot 
now.” He was always proud of that, which made me 
proud too. 

Pa dying was harder than Bob, because at least 
when Bob died, I knew I still had one fantastic 
grandpa. When Pa passed away in June of 2008, at 
88, it really hit methat BOTH of them were gone. 
These are always the first two individuals I think 
about every Memorial Day weekend. 

This year though, I was also thinking about PB 
Hayes, the man that hired me here. I’ve talked about 
Paul a couple times in this column, but he’s 
deserving of every word. If I owe my sense of 
humor to Bob, and my work ethic to Pa, I owe my 
writing development to Paul. He helped me by 
assuming I could do more than I thought I could, and 
surprisingly, at least to me, he was right. He showed 
as much confidence in me as anyone ever has, and 
that’s probably what I’ll remember most about him. 

I hope everyone had a great weekend, and I hope 
all of you took at least a little time to remember 
those that are no longer with us.

Attorney General Jack Conway 


While some progress has been made regarding teen 
driver safety, motor vehicle crashes remain the number one 
killer of teenagers between the ages of 15 and 20. In 2012, 
nationally there were more than 25,200 crashes involving 
drivers under the age of 21. These crashes resulted in more 
than 8,000 injuries and 95 fatalities. 

With summer break nearly upon us, I am pleased to 
again partner with the Century Council during Global 
Youth Safety Traffic Month to remind Kentucky teens that 
they are not invincible behind the wheel. A public service 
announcement (PSA) I recently recorded puts the spotlight 
on the IKnowEverything program developed to prepare 
teens to be safe behind the wheel by highlighting the issues 
of drunk driving and distracted driving. I hope you’ll take 
a moment to watch my PSA at http:/goo.gl/6zGng. 

The IKnowEverything program also reminds parents 
that they have the most influence on their teen’s driving 
behaviors. 

Did you know? 

• Even though it is illegal for people under 21 to drink 
any alcohol and drive, one-third of all teen drivers killed in 
vehicle crashes had a .01 BAC or higher in 2010. 

• More than 50 percent of high school students say they 
text “at least sometimes” while they drive. 

• More than 60 percent of teens and parents say texting 
while driving is the most dangerous distraction. 

• Fatal crash risk for teen drivers increases incrementally 
with 1,2, or 3+ passengers. 

• House Bill 415, enacted April 15, 2010, bans texting 
for drivers of all ages while the vehicle is in motion. 

• For drivers under the age of 18, dialing or talking on a 
cell phone while the vehicle is in motion is not permitted 
and could result in a $25 fine, and $50 fine for each 
subsequent offense. 

As Attorney General, I have made it a priority to protect 
Kentucky kids from a variety of threats, including Internet 
predators, prescription drug abuse and underage drinking. 
Through my work as co-chair of the National Association 
of Attorney General’s (NAAG) Substance Abuse 
Committee I am also tackling the issue of underage 
drinking and prescription drug abuse at the national level. 

I’m doing all I can to protect Kentucky teens, but I can’t 
do it alone. Please remind the teen drivers in your home to 
never drink and drive, or get into a car with a friend who 
has been drinking. Also, remind them that 20 percent of 
crashes that injure someone are caused by a distracted 
driver. 

Finally, if you are among the more than 50 percent of 
high school students who admit to occasionally texting 
while driving, think about the risks to your safety and the 
safety of others. And never, never drink and drive. 

Working together we can ensure a brighter future for 
Kentucky kids and help make our great state a safer place 
to live, work and raise a family. 


Excellence In Ag Literacy

Kentucky Farm Bureau (KFB) is searching across the state 
for 2013 Excellence in Ag Literacy Award nominees.

The winner of the award will be announced on Friday, 
December 6, during the KFB Annual Meeting at the Galt 
House in Louisville. In addition to statewide recognition, the 
winning teacher will also receive $500 and an all-expense- 
paid trip to the National Ag in the Classroom Conference in 
Hershey, Pennsylvania, June 23-27, 2014, where he or she 
will represent Kentucky in the national competition. 

“It is a priority at Kentucky Farm Bureau to honor teachers 
who take student learning to higher levels through the use of 
ag in the classroom,” concluded Christmas. “We know those 
experiences will help build a society which understands, 
values and supports the country’s agricultural industry and its 
efforts to feed the world.”

Lack of 
Matrimony 
1904 



The woes of lack of matrimony in Adair County, 1904- 

“Mr. J.C. Calhoun was in our office one day last week and 
while speaking of his section incidentally mentioned the fact that 
within a radius of two and one-half miles from Milltown there 
were nine widowers. This is rather remarkable and yet that 
section is noted for good, kind husbands. If there is any other 
locality with more lonely men in it, Mr. Calhoun would like to 
know it and the cause for same.” [Adair County News, 11 May 
1904] 

“An item in last week’s News in which Mr. J.C. Calhoun states 
that there are nine widowers within a radius of two and one half 
miles of Milltown, and his wish to know if there are other 
localities with more lonely men in it, and the cause for the same, 
induces me to mention that in the Goose Creek Valley, a small 
creek emptying into Green River at Dunnville, Casey County, 
there are no less than thirteen lonely widows, within three miles 
of Dunnville. The reason for this is, that Mr. Calhoun’s lonely 
widowers or some other fairly eligible widowers or bachelors do 
not come around and offer to dispel their loneliness, (signed) T.” 
[Adair County News, 18 May 1904] 

“Mr. M.L. Grant, of the Glensfork country, has been moved to 
make the following statement on account of two items which 
recently appeared in the News...Mr. Grant says that within a 
circle of three and one-half miles of Glensfork post office, to his 
certain knowledge, there are forty-eight widows. Mr. Grant’s 
statement takes the ‘blue’ up to this writing.” [Adair County 
News, 25 May 1904] 

Then matrimony blooms- 

“As announced in this paper last week, Mr. Clint Smith and 
Miss Lillie Yingling(?), were married at the residence of Rev. 
W.C. Clemens last Thursday evening. A great many friends 
witnessed the ceremony which was solemn and impressive. The 
couple were the recipients of many useful presents.” 

“Married at the residence of the bride’s mother, on the 8th, 
Miss Womick to Mr. Hulit Coomer, Rev. James Debord 
officiated.” Gradyville letter. [Adair County News, 11 May 1904] 

And some random items of interest— 

“We had the pleasure of calling on Mrs. Candis Pamess, who 
is 96 years of age, but you would not take her to be over 75 or 
80. She is enjoying fine health and has a good memory, can tell 
of events that took place 85 years ago. Her daughter, Mrs. Jack 
Coomer, informed me that she was in fine health and had been 
the past winter.” Gradyville letter. [Adair County News, 11 May 
1904] 

“Mrs. Junius Hancock, of this place (Columbia), has in her 
possession a Masonic quilt which was made by her mother in 
1858. Her father, Mr. George W. Damron, who was evidently a 
Royal Arch Mason, as his apron indicates, cut the emblems and 
they were put together by Mrs. Damron, who had taken the 
Eastern Star degree. The quilt is made of a fine piece of 
homemade goods.” [Adair County News, 11 May 1904]

with “Mission: Possible” promi¬ 
nently shown over an intergalac- 
tic background. The windows 
will be blacked out so no one 
can see in, but students inside 
will still be able to see out the 
windows. 

The inside of the bus will be 
outfitted with comfortable fur¬ 
niture, computers, and other cut¬ 
ting-edge educational technol¬ 
ogy. The bus will run on 10-per¬ 
cent biodiesel, with hopes of 
that number eventually going up 
to 50 or 60-percent. It will also 
use solar panels to reduce elec¬ 
trical costs. 

“I think you’ll see this bus all 
over the state,” Adair County 
Superintendent Alan Reed said, 
noting that they have already 
fielded requests to bring the bus 
to the World Gifted and Talented 
Convention in Louisville next 
school year. 

In other business at Tuesday’s 
meeting the Board: 

•Heard an update on the con¬ 
struction of Adair County 
Primary Center from a 
Branscum Construction rep¬ 
resentative. She said that dry- 
wall is 75% complete, window 
installation has begun, painting 
continues, and the ceiling grid 
has been installed in 12 class¬ 
rooms. 


As usual, the Board’s question 
for her was about the schedule, 
and whether or not they are still 
on pace to be completely fin¬ 
ished by the first day of school 
in August. The Board was told 
that the schedule was very tight, 
but Branscum still believed that 
it’s “doable at this time.” 

The remark was slightly less 
optimistic than usual, and led to 
Board member Mike Harris 
quipping that it has to be; there 
is no alternative. 

•Heard the Architect’s Report 
from Gabe Jones. Jones deliv¬ 
ered estimated costs for demol¬ 
ishing John Adair and Colonel 
William Casey. Jones said that 
demolishing each school, plus 
taking out excess paving, would 
cost just under a half-million 
dollars, not including asbestos 
abatement. 

Mike Harris inquired as to 
whether the pavement has to be 
taken out when the schools are 
torn down, and Jones said that it 
could be removed later, tem¬ 
porarily saving roughly 
$100,000 if the Board chooses 
that route. 

Maintenance Director Ricky 
Bault added that abatement costs 
for the two schools would be 
about $40,000 each. 

Jones recommended to the 


Board that they take bids on the 
project at a later date, since the 
two schools won’t be torn down 
until Fall Break. 

•Heard the Superintendent’s 
report from Alan Reed. Reed 
announced that Robin Loy 
would be hired as Adair County 
High School’s Career Readiness 
Counselor as part of the Race to 
the Top Grant Program. Loy was 
selected out of a pool of 20 
applicants. 

Reed also thanked Duo- 
County Telecom for streaming 
high school graduation over the 
Internet. 

“My brother watched from 
New York to see his niece 
graduate,” said Mike Harris. 

On a less optimistic note, 
Reed said that the school system 
spent right at one million dollars 
this year on sick leave days, and 
that the goal for next year will 
be to cut that number by a large 
margin. 

“We’re going to pull a com¬ 
mittee together to see what other 
[school districts] are doing,” 
Reed said. “The goal is to cut 
sick leave expenses by 30-per¬ 
cent. There’s got to be a better 
way of doing it.”

schools in the district. Every 
school has worked to cut energy 
costs this year, and the school 
that reduced energy usage the 
most — Colonel William Casey - 
- was awarded a $1,000 check. 
Casey cut their usage by 10.6- 
percent this year. 

John Adair received $500 for 
cutting their energy costs by 8.3 
percent, and Adair County High 
School got $250 for their 6.9- 
percent reduction in energy use. 

“We intend to continue that,” 
Superintendent Reed said. “That 
money can go to the students’ 
[benefit] rather than the electric 
company. The $1,750 we paid 
out was a drop in the bucket 
compared to what would have 
gone to Taylor County RECC.” 

It’s worth noting that the top 
two schools, Casey and John 
Adair, are now closed for good, 
so the money they received will 
probably be put to use at Adair 
County Primary Center and 
Adair County Elementary 
School, the two schools that will 
absorb Casey and John Adair’s 
students.

Through May 26, preliminary statistics* indicate that 214 people 
have lost their lives on Kentucky roadways during 2013. This is 78 
less than reported for this time period in 2012. Of the 176 motor 
vehicle fatalities, 85 victims were not wearing seat belts. Eleven of 
the 20 motorcycle fatalities were not wearing helmets. The one 
ATV fatality was not wearing a helmet. One bicycle rider has been 
killed. Fifteen pedestrians have been killed. One fatality involving 
an animal drawn vehicle has been reported. A total of 42 fatalities 
have resulted from crashes involving the suspected use of alcohol. 
As of May 26, Kentucky has had 37 days with zero highway 
fatalities reported during 2013.

Callers will remain anonymous and should give a description of the 
vehicle, location, direction of travel and license number if possible.

operations, patients, costs and 
revenue of Westlake Regional 
Hospital, was for the period 
ending January 31 of this 
year. 

The report found that the 
average percent of hospital 
occupancy was up from the 
same point a year before, but 
that the average length of 
stay is also up. While a 
longer stay would figure to 
be a positive from a financial 
standpoint due to increased 
billing, Hayes explained that 
Medicaid and Medicare 

covered approximately 90- 
95% of the hospital’s patients 
and that those government 
programs operate on a fixed- 
rate system in which no 
additional payment is given 
for a longer stay. The more 
lengthy visits were 

essentially being done by the 
hospital free of charge. 

The good news, however, 
is that the hospital has 
continued its cost-saving 

procedures to rectify the 

financial hole it found itself 
in under previous Board 
management. These savings 
were highlighted by Hayes in 
the area of paid salary, where 
the hospital paid 47,253 
fewer hours to employees 
than it had in the previous 
year, illustrating the staff 
management emphasis put in 
action by the new Board. 

Overall, the report 
produced information citing 
$4.3 million in current assets, 
with over $8 million in total 
assets when factoring in 
property and equipment, as 
well as any deferred assets. 
Those numbers are coupled 
with roughly $20 million in 
total current liabilities, 
signifying the continued 
process needed to overcome 
the debt and financial woes 
the hospital faces. 

“This report is a starting 
point for us,” Hayes said. “I 
think it’s an improvement 
from where we’ve been. 
When you look at the income 
statement year data, we’re in 
a positive mode. We’re not 
out of the hole by any means, 
but there are positive trends 
cash wise.” 


Vice Chairman Neal Gold’s 
administrative report found 
similar information. Gold’s 
report began with a 
discussion about a data entry 
system error that was causing 
billing to be delayed due to 
mis sing information. 

Essentially, any tiny bit of 
missing data in an account 
was causing the entire billing 
system to be held up, with the 
bill not being added to the 
queue for payment. Gold 
promised an increased focus 
on data entry to solve the 
issue and bring in the funds 
missing due to the lack of 
billing. 

“It’s sort of a bright spot,” 
Gold said. “We’re starting to 
see where the issues are 
occurring so that we can fix 
them.” 

Additionally, Gold 

presented a bit of very good 
news. “I asked David [Hayes] 
to step back and just look at 
whether or not we’re making 
actual progress. Take out the 
bad debts and deferred assets 
and all of that, and just 
compare costs to income.” 
Hayes did just that and found 
that, for the month of April, 
the hospital operated in the 
black for the first time in 
what Gold said was 20-25 
years. 

“Don’t get me wrong,” 
Gold clarified. “We have a 
long way to go, but at least 
we know all the sacrifices 
being made and steps being 
taken are paying off. There 
are very few hospitals that 
can make money with 
Medicare and Medicaid and I 
say we’re going to be one of 
them.” 

Gold also updated the 
Board on the status of the 
new swing bed, which he 
says is progressing along as 
expected and is nearing the 
rubber-stamp part of the 
process. He hesitantly agreed 
that the bed could be in 
operation by July 1. The 
swing bed update was joined 
by news that the hospital 
medical staff would be 
attending an in-service 
training for the hospital’s new 
sleep study treatments on

June 19, as well as news 
about the continued 
possibility of an outpatient 
drug counseling program, 
potentially with Adanta. 

Other news from the 
meeting was the approval of 
three new medical staff, 
including two doctors and 
one nurse practitioner, as 
recommended by Dr. Kiteck 
and the current staff. 

Kiteck and the medical 
staff also played a key role in 
the final bit of news from the 
meeting, the performance 
improvement goals 

presentation by Monica

Melton, in turn, thanked 
the Board for their effort and 
time, citing Friday night’s 
plans for the Board to come 
to the hospital and help re¬ 
wire the ceilings. “You all 
really go above and beyond 
what a board member is 
required to do,” Melton said. 

Gold replied, sharing the 
credit with everyone 
involved. “The community is 
starting to chip in,” he said. 
“We’ve got good things 
going on here.”

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As sports fans, we cheer for our 
teams and our favorite players to 
score points, touchdowns, runs, goals 
or whatever other method of 
measurement is deemed best for 
keeping score. We want them to 
score the most (or in some sports, 
such as golf, the least), so that they 
can win. We want them to win so 
that they can be champions, and we 
want them to be champions because that’s the ultimate 
accomplishment in sports. We want our favorite teams and 
players to be great. 

But how do we determine the greatest? Few will argue with 
you about whether a certain player in a certain sport is great. A 
random gathering of sports fans could toss out a name for 
discussion, and in the case of those who truly deserve the title, 
few will dispute their greatness. The greatest, however, is an 
entirely different discussion—one with a lot more actual 
discussing. 

Is it the guy with the best stats? Before Barry Bonds became 
the biggest, strongest, best version of himself from ages 35-40 
and obliterated the record books, Hank Aaron was the all-time 
homerun king in Major League Baseball. Hammerin’ Hank’s 
755 is a number forever engraved in the mental banks of sports 
fans across the world, as homers are deemed the ultimate 
measuring stick of statistical contribution among every day 
position players in baseball. Despite that, I know very few (that 
is, zero) people who believe he is the greatest baseball player of 
all time. 

The same goes for the NBA’s Kareem Abdul-Jabar. Though 
he amassed more than 38,000 career points, he typically ranks 
second, at best, in the all-time Best Players Ever discussion. The 
NFL’s Dan Marino (and now, assuming he’s finally retired for 
good, Brett Favre) are viewed the same way. They’re among the 
really great players, perhaps in the top however many players at 
their position, but not the best football players of all time. 

So is it winning, then? Championships are the ultimate goal, 
so surely the greatest player is just the guy with the most 
hardware, right? Eh, not so much. Bill Russell won 10 NBA 
titles withthe Boston Celtics in the 1950s and 60s, and while 
you will find a crowd that believes Russell to be the greatest 
simply because of his defense, rebounding and those rings, the 
majority of folks hold that those Celtics teams were loaded, 
coached by a legend, and that Russell’s rings are part of a team 
accomplishment. They’ll also point out that he shot only 46% 
from the field and scored only 15 points per game for his career- 
-hardly overwhelming numbers. 

The same holds true again in football. Particularly with 
quarterbacks, fans want to use Super Bowl victories as the main 
measuring stick for greatness. Someone quickly points out, 
however, that guys like Trent Dilfer have more rings than 
someone like Dan Marino, and the potential flaws in such an 
argument are quickly exposed. 

Maybe it’s impact. Maybe the guy who had the greatest 
influence on the game is the greatest. Although if that were the 
case, wouldn’t a guy like Jackie Robinson be an infinitely better 
player than someone like Hank Aaron? Wouldn’t almost all of 
our “best ever” players be someone from the earliest days of the 
sport or someone who invented something transcendent like the 
jump shot or the forward pass? The impact argument just 
doesn’t hold up either. 

I think when you break it down (and that’s what I’m trying to 
do, it’s the name of the column, after all), it becomes more clear 
that the truth lies somewhere in the mucky middle. It’s never so 
cut and dry that one statistic or accomplishment can make 
someone the greatest ever. Sports are too subjective, with too 
many different positions and factors and roles to determine “The 
Greatest” in such a simplified manner. 

Instead, we have to mix them all together and see what sticks. 
Sure, Michael Jordan doesn’t have the most rings, didn’t score 
the most points, and didn’t invent the game of basketball, but he 
did score 30.1 points per game over his illustrious career (good 
for third all-time in total points), win six championships and 
launch basketball (in part thanks to ESPN and cable TV) into a 
global game. That’s a pretty good all-around argument, and I 
think it’s why most (or at least many) feel that His Airness is the 
GOAT with regards to hoops. 

In other sports, I think Wayne Gretzky is the easiest and most 
unanimous candidate for the best player in his sport (hockey), 
because his numbers are simply astronomical and his talent and 
skill was transcendent. Football folks typically cite Jerry Rice as 
the greatest, and while his skill and numbers are undoubtedly 
amazing, the changing eras of the sport, with varying rules 
regarding passing and defense, as well as the fact that he played 
a position that relies on others to get him the ball (and he had 
two Hall of Fame QBs to do so), negate any talk of it being a 
runaway choice. 

Baseball will have a dozen different guys named, and we 
again run into the talk of different eras, different equipment, 
stadium size, steroids, competition, pitchers versus position 
players, and a thousand other variables. You’ll hear Ty Cobb, 
Babe Ruth, Willie Mays, Ted Williams and even guys who 
make the argument for Barry Bonds, steroids and all. None of 
them are really right or wrong, because there are so many things 
to consider. 

And that’s the beauty of sports. That’s why we care so much 
about who “The Greatest” is. We debate it and argue it and 
throw things and look up stats and videos and records, and we 
do it all because we don’t really want there to be an answer. 
That’s boring. The fun is in the argument, and there’s nothing 
we sports fans love more than to talk about the games and 
players we love to watch.

Hi-Definition Television Matters

Although you can rarely purchase new Televisions that are Standard 
Definition (SD), the majority of Television viewers still watch their content 
in this format. 

But what are the advantages of Hi-Definition TV (HDTV)? 

First lets go over some important terms. 

• Pixels - Short for pixel element, is a sample of an original 
image. When pieced together a final image is created. The more 
pixels, the better the image. 

• Interlaced Scan-This technique uses two fields to create a 
frame of video weaving them together like a basket. This is 
indicated by an (i) at the end of the pixel ratio. 

• Progressive Scan - is a way of displaying in which all the lines 
of each are drawn in sequence with no interlacing. This is 
indicated by a (p) at the end of the pixel ratio. 

• Letter boxing - The practice of configuring video shot in a to 
standard-width formats while preserving the video’s original 
aspect ratio causing black bars to appear above and below the 
image. 

HDTV is currently broadcast in three different formats with some 
possible variations: 720p, which is a picture broadcast at 1280x720 pixels 
in progressive scan; 1080i, which is a picture broadcast at 1920x1080 
pixels in interlaced scan and 1080p, which is a picture broadcast at 
1920x1080 pixels in progressive scan. 

Compare this to Standard Definition, which is broadcast at 480i, or 
640x480 pixels. 

Although HDTV is far more superior than SDTV, some people are 
resistant to the idea of Hi-definition because it is broadcast in a widescreen 
format, and when watched on a SDTV will cause Letter-boxing. Some feel 
that this makes the image you are watching smaller, but in reality it is 
giving you the entire picture in the correct format. If you were to watch 
this same image on a SDTV, it would crop (Cut-off) the left and the right 
side of the picture, causing you to lose some of your image. 

Now that stations like ESPN are broadcasting in ONLY HDTV, those 
watching in Standard Definition will notice a flattened or cropped image as 
well as half the quality that an HDTV image would provide.

Some Facts on the Tax System 

For many folks tax season is over and there is a sign of relief! Your 
taxes for 2012 have been filed and some have already received their 
refund. For others, it may be you filed an extension so you can file at 
a later date. Whatever the case, everyone agrees that they feel good 
when the taxes are paid. 

How much do you know about the tax system? Let’s take a look at 
a few interesting facts. 

Did you know that in 1861 Income Tax was first introduced in the 
United States of America? The federal form 1040 was introduced in 
1913. Citizens and residents who had a net income of $3,000.00 or 
more were required to file income tax returns for the taxable year. In 
that same year, the filing deadline was March 1. 

In 1918 the deadline for filing taxes was moved to March 15 and 
was called Tax Day. 

In 1935 tax payers were required to use their Social Security 
number for identification on their tax forms. In 1955 Tax 
Day...deadline for filing was moved to April 15 and has remained on 
this date since then. 

Tax Day is not a federal public holiday. The US Transport services 
run their usual schedules. Post offices, court houses, schools, banks 
and other businesses and organizations are open as usual.

out into the world,” he said to 
the graduates before presenting 
the diplomas. “The world is out 
there, your challenge is to rise 
up and meet it.” 

In appropriate graduation 
fashion, however, the focus was 
on the students that had 
achieved the milestone. At the 
top of the list of those reaching 
the achievement this year were 
Salutatorian Cody Giles and 
Valedictorian Heather Jackson, 
who both broke from the 
mundane and cliche speeches 
often presented at such

understood and to share their 
thoughts and feelings with other 
humans. Giles commented on 
the often-frustrating nature of 
this experience, relating how 
much easier many situations 
would be made if others could 
simply understand exactly what 
we mean and exactly how we 
feel. 

“Everything we think and 
process in this crazy world is 
uniquely our own,” he added, 
explaining that only we could 
truly understand what we really 
think and feel. “Only you know 
how your brain works,” Giles 
said. 

“But this is not a bad thing. 
Knowing yourself is one of the 
most important tools you have to 
getting where you want to be in 
this life,” he said, urging 
classmates to consider who they 
are, what they want, where they 
are heading and examining how 
to get there. 

“Let us not forget who helped 
shape our minds, however—our 
parents, our friends, our families 
and town, among many others,” 
he concluded. “We have to thank 
them for helping make us, us. 
Now we have to go do as the 
caveman did. We have to not 
only survive in this crazy world, 
but flourish.”

Jackson followed the thought- 
provoking speech with her 
Valediction address, beginning 
enthusiastically in “A Day in the 
Life of a High School Student,” 
building up excitement in her 
tone and delivery before 
addressing her classmates 
directly with vigor. 

“Class of 2013, 
I...am...scared,” she broke off, 
surprisingly. “I’m scared of 
spending my whole life 
desperately in search of a 
weekend,” she continued, 
explaining that she never 
treasured school and feared the 
same feeling of waiting for the 
weekend in her career or in 
college and saying that it is the 
routine that causes us to desire a 
getaway. 

Jackson urged her fellow 
graduates to ask themselves just 
one question: What do I care 
about? “Find your passion,” she 
said. “There is one. I promise. 
Find that one thing that will 
make you forget about the 
weekend and do that.” 

She continued, explaining that 
it was okay to simply not know 
what that passion was yet, that 
they didn’t have to go off to 
college or to a job knowing what 
they wanted to do just yet. It 
was okay not to have all the 
answers. 

“I’ve never been a fan of 


carpe diem,” she said, referring 
to the overused phrase that 
translates to “seize the day.”

Troutman spoke briefly, discuss¬ 
ing the impact of veterans on the 
community. “World War II vet¬ 
erans helped turn this com¬ 
munity around,” he said. “They 
came home knowing a different 
world. They knew what it took 
to make a place great.” 

Troutman continued, speaking 
about all the 90 names adorning 
the monument at the entrance to 
the Fairgrounds, all of who lost 
their lives in duty. “Wherever 
they served, they served with 
honor,” he said. “Wherever the 
battlefield was, they served this 
country.” 

The crowd and on-stage vet¬ 
erans then stood and recited the 
Pledge of Allegiance together 
before Troutman introduced 
Raymond Martin who he 
described as “an institution of 
this memorial service.” 

Martin, having spoken at 
eight services opened by saying 
that “righteousness exalts a 
nation.” “God has blessed 
America, and we need Him to 


do it again,” Martin said after 
leading the gathering in prayer. 

He then withdrew a United 
States Constitution from his 
sport coat pocket, talking about 
the many freedoms and rights of 
the United States of America. 
“The very motivate for paying 
the ultimate price for our nation 
is the freedom we all enjoy,” he 
said. “We gather today to honor 
those who have died to give us 
those freedoms.” 

“There are 90 names out on 
that marker,” he continued. 
“Those were young men- men 
that waved goodbye to a wife, to 
children, to mom and dad, 
young men that probably didn’t 
know all the reasons they were 
fighting for, but they knew it 
was for America. Let’s never 
forget what those names have 
given their lives for.” 

In traditional fashion, the 
ceremony then moved outside to 
the monument located at the 
entrance to the Fairgrounds 
where the 90 names Martin 
referred to are engraved. The 
color guard presented the flag, 
and three wreaths were placed 
next to the monument to honor 
those who have fallen and those 
who currently serve. 


“As long as two comrades 
survive, so will the veterans of 
the foreign wars of the United 
States of America,” Hare stated. 
“This monument represents the 
final resting place of many who 
served the United States in all 
wars. By their service on land, 
on sea and in air, they have paid 
us our debtors.” 

A 21-gun salute to honor the 


fallen soldiers was performed, 
led by Knight, and Hare con¬ 
cluded the honoring ceremony 
by leading the servicemen in 
attendance in a silent salute. 

Veteran Bill Davenport closed 
the ceremony with prayer. “A 
great price has been paid for our 
freedoms, and we remember 
each one.”
